WHEN THE TIME COMES. 


HARTINGTON’S CONDITIONAL SUPPORT. OF 
HOME BRULE FOR IRELAND. 


— 


The Egyptian Imbroglio—Special Commis- 
sioners Sent to Ireland by the Pope 
Parnell Urged te Take a Restfor the 
Remainder of the Session—Jubilee Dem- 
onstrations—A Mother’s Terrible Crime— 
The Afghan Negotiations—A Threatened 
Kulturkampt in Mungary—Foreign News. 


@pecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, June 25.—The excellence of Har- 


tington’s speech at Manchester last night was 
his assertion of the distinctly provisional 
nature of his present attitude and his resolute 
reassertion of his readiness when the time 
comes to support home rule, provided a 
home-rule measure can be framed in accord- 
ance with the conditions formulated in 
his address at the last general election. This 
is very important. There are some who 
asserted that Hartington had gone back on 
his conditions, but Hartington says: ‘‘I am 
not disposed to retract anythingI said this 
time last year. I can conceive that under cer- 
tain considerations ata fitting time, it might 
be my duty to supportthe measure, ifa meas- 
ure could be proposed complying with them 
in the conditions which I then stated.’’ 


THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION. 

Between the objections of those who never 
wish to go out of Egypt and those who are 
determined, when once out, never to go 
back, the Minister, will have rather a severe 
cross-fire tomeetover the convention now 
awaiting ratification. Notwithstanding their 
cross-fire, if they can secure the ratification 
of their convention by the Sultan, they 
will probably be regarded as having 
scored one in the diplomatic game. 
Austria, Germany and Italy are 
said to support our action in the matter, and 
France and Russia are against it. The con- 
vention, of course, has no force in interna- 
tional law until assented to by all the Powers. 
France and Russia will put their price pretty 
high before they give their consent to legalize 
at present the illegal position which we occupy 
in the land of the Pharaohs. 


THE POPE’S IRISH COMMISSIONERS. 

The Pope has @tspatched two special Com- 
missioners to Ireland, with orders to furnish 
a report founded on information and observa- 
tion obtained on the spot with re- 
gard to the state of affairs in that 
country. The nature of their report can 
be predicted beforehand. They will 
tell the Pope the truth, namely, that 
Ireland is, of all Catholic countries, the most 
devoted to the Catholic Church. Inno land 
have his bishops more control of the people. 
One of the most curious studies is that of the 
cross-currents which are being brought to bear 
upon the Vatican. The Pope regards with 
grave dismay the progress of revolutionary 
| ideas in the Cat 
| and, If he were to follow hi own Instincts, 
he would probably put National League and 
home rule agitation under his ban, but fort- 
unately, or unfortunately for the Catholic 
Church, its pastor has never been able 
to give a hint to his personal feelings. 
He is controlled by a machine which, in 
this case is the one in which Cardinal Manning 
and the Irish hierarchy are the dominating 
forces. The result is that the Pope, as he has 
told Lord Roseberry, dare not go counter to 
the national movement. All that he can dois 
to make the best of it and hang on, hoping an 
opportunity will turn up, in which he will be 
able to convert to the good of the Church the 
difficulties of English government. 


THE IRISH CATHOLIC HIERARCHY, 

who have just been meeting in conclave, have 
once more placed on record their vehement 
disapprobation of the coercion bill, as uncalled 
for and calculated to drive national agitation 
underground inthe shape of secret societies, 
which are, of all things, the most abhorent to 
the Fope. The English Catholics, with 
the exception of Cardinal Manning, 
are making desperate efforts to se- 
cure from the Pope an expression of 
opinion adverse to the plan of compaign,’’ 
as being non-theological. But, as the Pope 
said to Archbishop Walsh, ‘‘You know how 
they have deceived me in former times. I 
will take good care to prevent them doing the 
same again. The last hope of nobbling the 
Pope vanishes with the dispatch that Papal 
Commissioners are to see Ireland and the 
Irish with their own eyes. 


PARNELL. 

Parnell’s friends are yery anxious indeed 
that he should go abroad forthe rest ofthe 
session leaving the management ofthe Par- 
liamentary party to be directed by a committee 
which he would nominate. There is no pos- 
sibility ofany successor being nominated by 
Parnell. The direct committee, if such a 
body comes into existence, will probably 
consist of the following members: John Dillon, 
Wm. O’Brien, T. Healy Sexton, T. P. O’Con- 
nor, Arthur O’Connor, Timothy Harrington 
and Justin McCarthy. The latter would be 
Chairman of the Parliamentary Committee 
and nominal head of the committee, but he 
would certainly not be its controling spirit. 
Dillon and Healy would probably control mat- 
tors inthe House, while Dillon, O’Brien and 
Timothy Harrington would do so in Ireland. 
But at present nothing is decided, and it is 
difficult to say whether Parnell will or will not 
depart to summer climes. 

JUBILEE DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Jubilee demonstrations of one kind or 
another will be going on for the next three 
weeks. The Queen is entertaining guests at 
Windsor and for once our very numerous 
royalties find themselves eclipsed by the still 
more numerous collection of foreign poten- 
tates. The Queen is said to be entertaining all 
her guests at her own expense, providing, 
among other things, free passes to the theaters 
and opera-houses, which even her distin- 
guished guests prefer to patronage. 

THE NEW COINS UNPOPULAR. 
Every one who has seen the new coins is 


swearing at the abominations which are being 


put into cireulation. Between the 4-shilling 
pieces and the 5-shiiling pieces there is so 
little difference that mistakes will constantly 
be made. The die of the Queen is as rough 
and rude as if it had been cast by a boy who 
poured molten lead out of a tobacco pipe into 
aclay mold. Another great omission is that 
the value of the coin is not specified in a single 
case. This, especially for foreigners, who 
swarm in our country, is a great disadvantage. 
Our old shilling used to havé no shilling 
marked on it-legibly, and the new shilling is 
now indistinguishable, except in color, from 
the new sovereign.

NEw YORK, June 25.—It was 9:10 o’ clock this 
morning when the Judge was on the bench, 
the jury inthe box, the defendant atthe d 
and the counsel at their respective tables in 
the great Sharpe trial. Cashier Merwin of the 
Pacific Bank was recalled and testified -t6 
loans to Thomas B. Kerr at different dates in 
1884, to the amount in the aggregate 


of $150,000. These loans were 2 
June 19, 1885. On that day Mr. 
deposited at the bank two 2 * of Jacob 
Sharpe on the Broadway National Bank, one 
for $260,203.81, and the other $50,000. On the 
same day Mr. Kerr turned overjhis account to 
the account of the Seventh Avenue Railroad, 
of 7,000. During the same period loans 
were made to Foshay. On June 19, 1885, he 
made deposits covering these loans.

ALI. GONE IN SMOKE. 


SEVERAL LARGE TOBACCO WAREHOUSES. 
AT LOUISVILLE DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


An Entire Block in Ruins—Mrs. Bender's 
Boarding-House Also Consumed—Large 
Quantities of Tobacco Lost—Sawyer, 
Wallace, & Co., and T. B. Parish & Oo., 
Heavy Sufferers—Loss Estimated at 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June %.—The most de- 
structive conflagration that has occurred here 
in years broke out inthe tobacco quarter a8 
1:35 o’clock this morning. The entire square 
between Main and Market and Ninth and 
Tenth streets was the scene of the fire, and 
two acres of buildings, with their con- 
tents, were lost. The loss this morning 
Is estimated at fully a half million dollars, and 
the insurance cannot be obtained for weeks 
yet. The papers of the various firms are in 
the safes, which are mixed up with the debris. 
These will have to be recovered and the 5, 
hogsheads of tobacco checked up before the 
accurate figures are known. The box from: 
which the alarm was turned in was defective, 
aud as a result the flames were almost beyond 
control when the engines arrived. 

THE FIRE WAS INCENDIARY, 
itisthought. It broke out in the middle of the 
block, at the rear end ot the Market street ell 
of the Boone warehouse. There were no lights 
or fire of any kind from which the flames could 
have started. The flames spread with fearful 
rapidity. The Banner tobacco warehouse and 
the Sawyer, Wallace & Co. warehouse, both 
fronting Main street, soon caught fire and were 
quickly enveloped in flames. The three ware- 
houses mentioned occupy nearly the whole 
square, and all were closely packed with hogs- 
heads of tobacco. The Sawyer, Wallace & Co. 
house is a branch of the big New York firm. 
The firemen could do very little against the 
great odds. The heat was intense: and the in- 
flammable material was entirely too far be- 
yond control. Ailthatcould be done was to 
save the adjacent residences and business 
blocks. 

A VAST CROWD OF PEOPLE 

quickly assembled on the scene. The families 
living in the square on Market street were 
greatly frightened. They excitedly threw 
their furniture and household effects on the 
pavement and in the streets, fearing a total 
wreck by fire. No lives were lost, though 
several narrow escapes were had. Sawyer, 
Wallace & Co.’s warehouse, No. 609 Main 
street ,was owned by Mr. Henry Glover. Is 
occupied 15742 feet front on Main street, and 
was 210 feet deep. It was a solidly built brick 
building with metal roof, the several depart- 
ments comprising an immense structure, and 
was valued at $20,000. itis partially insured. 
In it were 2,400 hogsheads of tobacco, worth 
tom $120,000 to $125,000. All of the tobacco was 
entirely: destroyed. The stock was well in- 
sured. 

The Boone warehouse was owned by Thomas 
H. Glover and valued at about $15,000. It con- 
tained aboat fifteen hundred hogsheads of to- 
bacco, all of which was consumed. This 
tobacco was worth from $120,000 to $125,000. 
Partially insured on both buildings and 
tobacco. 

Thé Banner warehouse was owned by 
B. M. Parrish & CO. It was valuet at 
about $7,000 and belonged to an undivided 
estate. It contained about five hundred hogs- 
heads of tobacco, valued at from $40,000 to 


$45, 000. 
PROBABLE LITIGATION. 

It is thought that the litigation that will be 
brought about by the fire will be something 
astounding. Lorillard & Oo. and Liggett & 
Myer, the large tobacco firms of New York 
and St. Louis, as well as others, bought a large 
lot of tobacco in this market yesterday, and it 
is said that they wi claim that the sale was 
not consummated, basing their claim upon 
some technicality. 


Ph Liggett & Meyers’ Purchase. 


A private dispatch from the special agent of. 
Messrs. Liggett & Meyers at Louisville to-day 
states that only three hogsheads of that firm’s 
tobacco are involved in the fire, but these were 
stored on the condition that they were to be 
paid for when shipped. These hogsheads 
were stored in the Sawyer, Wallace & Co.

HAUNTED BY THE PRESENCE OF HER 
| LOVER’S MURDERER. 


Poor Annie Kolkhorst’s Delusion, Which 

. Caused a Sensation on Gamble Street 
Last Evening—The Police Investigating 
the Girl’s Story of a Criminal Assault— 
Contradictory Facts in the Case. 


About 7 o’clock last evening Mr. Alexander 
F. Gier of No. 2606 Gamble street, discovered 
Annie Kelkhorst, a servant employed in his 
family, gagged and unconscious In the wood- 
shed, rear of his residence.

Kelly, he re- 
moved the gtri to the house, after dousing her 
‘with ſce-water and partially restoring her 
by that means. she was still rigid, 
however, and was unable to give 
many account of herself at 5:30 p. m. Mrs. Gier 
pent the giri to the kitchen to prepare supper, 
and did not hear from her again until the police 
and doctor arrived. When she was made easy 
in the house she 
TOLD HER STORY. 
Bhe said that, obedient to her instructions, 
she went to the wood-shed to chop 
dome kindling, and just as she de- 
gen her work she was seized 
from behind by some unknown man. 
She called for help, but her assailant stuffed 
the gag into her mouth and binding another 
cloth about her eyes threw her to the ground. 
Beyond this point in the thrilling experiences 
she could remember nothing. Dr. Dorsett stated 
that he had discovered no evidence of a crimi- 
nal assault beyond the fact that the girl’s un- 
derclothing was torn to a considerable extent. 
He had no hesitation in saying that if such was 
the intent of the assauit the assailant had 
been defeated in his perpees. Mr. Gier stated 
that when he reached the shed the rear door 
opening into the alley was closed. The girl 
States very positively that it was open when 
she first went to the shed, and supposing that 
the children, who had been ‘‘playing house’’ 
had left it «oie she put off closing 
ituntil she finished chopping the kindling 
w „ Buch were facts as they were brought 
to light last evening, leaving the whole occur- 
rence unexplained.

The girl reiterated her statements without 
Aer the original story in the slightest 
ticular. Sieis a large, e German 
rl of quiet, retiring manner, and evidently 
Very truthful. Mrs. Gier spoke kindly of the 
ri, but said taat she could rot understand 
he occurrence ot yesterday evening. After 
going over the ground with the girl and hear- 
ng her story Officer King and a reporter, who 
called during the investization, asked the 
girl into a room to discuss the perplexing cir- 
cumstances. Aftera series of very shrewdly- 
directed questions, Officer King started the 
girl on the thread of the following interesting

TROUBLE EXPECTED. 


The Canadian Government’s Opposition to 
the Manitoba Boundary Road, 


. WINNIPEG, Manitoba, June 2%.—Secret orders 
have been issued to local volunteer battalions 
to hold themselves in readiness for 
active service. This is believed to be a 


ruse on the part of the Dominion 
Government to send volunteers out under the 
retense that another uprising among the 
ndians is feared, so that the Government can 
easily carry out their evident intention of pre- 
venting Manitoba from building the proposed 
road to the boundary. It is said to be the 
Government’s intention.to send into Winnipeg 
mounted police, in the absence of volunteers, 
and coerce the province into submission. 
Many citizens are discussing the situa- 
tion, and means are being devised 
to meet the Government and checkmate its 
scheme.

‘THE CIVIL COURTS. 


ONSLAUGHT-UPON THE DRABELLE LAW 48 
VOID AND UNOONSTITUTIONAL. 


Hearing in General Term of the Circuit Court 
To-Day on a Demurrer te the New Meas- 
ure for Reorganizing the Public School 
Board—The Taxpayers’ Petitien Demand- 
ing an Election Power of the Court to De- 
fine New Districts Disputed. ö 


The Circuit Judges met in general term this 
morning in Court No. 4, suspending all other 
business for the purpose of hearing the de- 
murrer to the return or answer ot the School 
Board in the Sheehan mandamus proceeding 
to compel the directors to order an election. 
Ex-Judge Wm. C. Jones and J. E. McKetghan 
appeared for Sheehan and the other taxpayers 
moving in the matter, and the School Board 
was represented by its attorney, Leo Rassieur. 
The proceedings lead to a judicial discussion 
of the Drabelle law, which has just taken et- 
fect, and the decision of the Oircuit Court 
will be awaited with interest, although there 


is little doubt that the case will be appealed 
2 the Supreme Court for a final determina- 
tion. 

THE TAXPAYERS’ PETITION. 

The taxpayers’ petition was first read to the 
court. It recited the act of the general assembl 
of 1833 establishing the Board of Public Schoo 
Directers with the provisions of the act of 
1867, amending the charter and providing that 
seats in the Board should be va- 
cated whenever the ward boundaries 
were changed. From 1876 to the present 
time the School Board has been composed of 
twenty-eight members, one from each of the 
twenty-eight ward. The acts of 1885 provided 
thatthe wards of the city should be laid out 
and new limits defined bythe Municpal As- 
sembly, and that in the event of its failure to 
act within twelve months the Judges of the 
Circuit Court should appoint a com- 
mission to correct the ward limits. 
The Circuit Court did so appoint a redistrict- 
ing commission and the new boundaries were 
set forth in a report approved by the Circuit 
Judges in February of the present year. All 
the — of the wards were changed ex- 
cept the old Third Ward and the Thirteenth 
Ward known as the Twenty-fourth Ward. 
The Secretary of the School Board 
gaye notice to the Board of the 
vacancies to occur by reason of the new 
boundaries; and the petitioners contended 
that it became the duty of the Board to order 
an election, but it failed and refused to do so, 
wherefore the taxpayers asked the court to 
grantawritcompelling the Board to do its duty 

THE BOARD'S ANSWER. 

Mr. Rassieur read the return or answer of 
the Board. It quoted the provisions ofthe 
Drabelle bili which had recently become a 
law, and which provided for a complete re- 
organization of the Board, changing the 
number of directors, the mode of representa- 
tion and the term of office of each director. It 
provides for the election of seven directors 
at large and fourteen directors from 
fourteen new districts, one from 
each new district. The law applies to 
cities containing over 300,000 inhabitants and 
it provides tnat the Circuit Court shall define 
the fourteen new districts for school election 

urposes. Of the seven directors elected at 

arge four shall serve for four years each and 
three for two vears each. In the districts 
seven directors shall serve for four 
ears and seven for two years. 

he law took effect on the 20th on the present 
month. The Board at a recent meeting au- 
tlorized its attorney to apply to the Circul 
Court for a division of the  oity 
into fourteen school districts in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
new law and that petition was filed await- 
ing the action of the court. The answer of the 
Board also set forth thataschool election costs 
$4,500 and that the next election in the ordinary 
way would occur the fourth Tuesday in Octo- 
ber, after allthe local excitement of the fall 
festivities. To have ordered an election in 
May last, as the petitioners desired in the 
teeth of the new law about to take effect, 
would huve been incurring a willful waste of 
school funds. 

A DEMURRER. 

Judge Jones presented the following demur- 
rer to the Board’s answer: 

The Drabelle law, in so far as it undertakes 
to repeal, changes, modify or affect the acts of 
the Legislature creating the School Board or 
amending its charter, is void and of no effect, 
since the title of the act gives no notice, as re- 
quired by the Constitution, of any such pur- 

ose. 

The act is unconstitutional and void because, 
contrary tothe Constitution of the State, it 
contains as shown by the titie and provisions 
of the act more than one subject. 

The act is unconstitutional and void because 
it undertakes to conferand bestow upon the 
Circuit Court of St. Louis powers and au- 
thority not jadicial in their character, which, 
under the Constitution of the State, cannot be 
lawfully done by an act ot the Legislature of 
the State. 

The return of the School Board doos not 
state facts sufficient to prevent the alternative 
writ being miade peremptory for an election. 

TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT. 

The arguments of counsel were chiefly di- 
rected to the powers of the Circuit Court in the 
matter of defining the new districts. The 
Judges took the case under advisement and 
will render a decision beiore adjournment for 
the summer.

The Court of Appeals met this morning and 
announced that the adjournment for the 
summer would be taken on Saturday, 
July 9th.

SPEED SLEEPS. 


Death of President Lincoln’s Old Friend and 
Adviser. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 25.—Gen. James 
Speed, whose serious Ulness was announced 
in the dispatches several weeks ago, died at 
3:15 a. m., at his home in this county. Fora 


year past he had suffered much from general 
debility. He was in his 76th year. 

The deceased lived a life free from those 
stirring incidents that came toso many men in 
the time he wasin his prime. Born in Jeffer- 
son County, Kentucky, in 1812, he graduated 
at St. Joseph’s College, studied law at Tran- 
Sylvania „ ky began the practice 
at Louisville in 1833. He was always an 
Emancipationist, but steadily pursued his 
practice which grew largeinafew years and 
bontinued lucrative. He was a man ot good 
common sense and attracted the attention of 
Abraham Lincoln of whom he became 

A FAST FRIEND. 

Speed was a member of the Legislature in 
1847, and a State Senator in 1861. In. Lincoln’s 
second term he was made Attorney-General 
by his old friend to succeed Judge Bates of 

sourl. He held that position from Novem- 
ber, 1884, to July, 1866. He was the Government’s 
legal adviser during the Surratt trial, and it 
was his legal knowledge that established in a 
famous decision the right to try the conspira- 
tors by court-martiai. On retiring from the 
Cabinet he was in the same year elected presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia Loyalist Convention. 
Of — years he has not been much before the 
public.

There isevery prospéct that nature will as- 
sist St. Louisans to tide over to-morrow with 
little discomfort. The atmosphere is 
saturated with moisture to-day and 
promises to contain a big share 
of it to-morrow. While external dampness 
isapoor substitute for that inward condition 
of supreme satisfaction consequent upon hav- 
ing taken aboard what is known as a comfort- 
able load, yet it is the best that can be offered, 
for to-morrow will be internally considered a

and the Police Board having reconsidered the 
question of the date on whic& tne repeal! of the 
law of 1857 would go into effect, 
the order of the Board requiring the 
Chief of Police to enforce the law 
was suspended until the 26th of June, which is 
to-morrow. The order of the Board requires 
the Chief of Police to close saloons, beer gar- 
dens, theaters, base ball parks 
and other places of amusement 
where - admission fees are charged. 


The law of 1857 permitted the municipal 
authorities in St. Louis County to permit the 
sale of wine and bee day 
in the week, repeal 
brought into effect — § 
the old Sunday law on this, which forbids al 
occupations not works of necessity or charity, 
and particularly the sale of liquors on Sunday, 
and also the wning law, which applies 
to liquor selling in particular. When Coun- 
selior Bell was asked his opinion as to what 
effect the repeal had with regard to the Sunday 
law, he not only mentioned the sale of liquors as 
forbidden, but he also referred to theaters, 
base ball parks and places of amusement as 
especially interdicted by the law. The Police 
Board on this opinion mentioned all of these 
places in the order to the Chief of Police. 
WHAT IS FORBIDDEN 

Later Counsellor Bell gave a list of occupa- 
tions he considered exempted under the ne- 
cessity clause, which included bakeries, par- 
ber-shops, baths, cabs, hackney coaches, car- 
rlages, omnibuses, baggage wagons, drug 
stores, gas and electric light companies, 
hotels, ice dealers, laundries, livery 
stables and undertakers, meatshops, 
milk depots, nowspapers, physicians, restau- 
rants, street cars, telegraph and ticket-offices. 
The Board, however, instead of acting on the 
negative advice thus given and enforcing the 
law against all other occupations, rested on 
the original opinions and only forbade the sale 
of wine, beer and distilled liquors and the 
opening of public amusement places for gain. 

Since the order was issued numbersof ques- 
tions have been asked asto what would be 
closed and the lives of the members of the 
Board have been made burdensome answer- 
ing them. Vice-President Blair, who voices 
the sentiments of the Board, has given assur- 
ances that only those occupations mentioned 
in the order would be molested. 
This leaves in addition to the 
business mentioned as exempted almost any 
kind of stores, groceries where no liquor is 
sold, cigar and news stands, other occupations 
innocent in themselves free to open on Sun- 
day. The order will be strictly adhered to, 
and there need begno fear of interruption by

THE MODE OF PROCEEDURE 

in accordance with which the Chief-of-Police 
will be instructed to act contemplates the pos- 
itive closing of forbidden places, and there 
will be no such thing as formal arrests under 
which bonds can be given and the occupation 
continued durin the rest of the day. 
Chiet Huebler is instructed to close the 
places if it takes twenty arrests to do so, and 
every time a saloon or base ball park or theater 
is opened the police will make arrests of all 
those connected with the place, and each 
cause of arrest counts asa separate offense. 
This rule was laid down emphatical- 
ly by Vice-President Blair in A 
chat with a PostT-DISPATCH reporter with re- 
gard to the action to be taken should an at- 
tempt be made by President Von der Ahe of 
the Browne to play the game with the Cleve - 
land nine at Sportsman’s Park arranged for 
to-morrow. In this view of the case it 
will be impossible for any saloon 
or beer garden or theater to keep open or for 
any game of ball to be played out. It may be 
taken as a foregone conclusion, therefore, that 
all such places will positively be closed to- 
morrow, and Chief Huebler says the back 
doors of saloons will de guarded as closely as 
front doors. 

As to amusements which are not conducted 
for galns such as base bail games for fun, gun 
club shoots, athletic contests, excursions or 
picnics, there will be no interference. The 
city has no supervision of steamboats, and 
heneoe, they can give excursions or sell liquor 
as far as the city is concerned 

THE LIQUOR INTERESTS. 

As soon as the enforcement of the law came 
up the brewers and saloon-keepers gave it 
careful consideration, and the former pro- 
posed to the latter to close all saloons except 
one, which would be opened for the pur- 
pose of making a test oase. Their 
proposition was accceded to by 
the saloon- keepers and a resolution 
was adopted to that effect. The brewers have 
adopted a resolution asking all saloon-keep- 
ers to close to-morrow and every Sunday un- 
til the test case is decided. The place selected 
te make the case is Schnaider’s Garden, which 
will be opened to-morrew for this purpose, 
Mr. Schnaider consenting to do so. 

It is probable that the experiment of Sunday 
closing will be a thorough one to-morrow and 
that all forbidden places will be closed. The 
test case in base bali will be made in all proba- 
bility later and theaters will not attempt 
contests until the regular season 
opens. The Police Commissioners say that 
the order may be mo@ified hereafter, as cases 
are brought to their notice. Several restau- 
rants with saloons attached to them will close 
altogether, and among them is Tony Faust’s 
restaurant, asthe proprietor says it will not 
pay him to keep his restaurant open, 

LIQUOR SERVING IN HOTELS. 

Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne, discussing 
the decision of the New York State Supreme 
Court that hotels could sell liquor to their 
guests on Surday, stated thie afternoon that 
the law of this State did not attempt to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor by hotels and 
restaurants. They certainly had a right to 
supply their guests with wine or liquor with 
their meals and he not think it 
was in the power the Legisla- 
ture to pass a law prohibiting them from 
doin so. The issouri law merely 
applied to the sule of liquor d dramshops and 
not to its service with meals at hotels and res- 
taurants. Maj. McGinnis, the brewers’ attor- 
ney, coincided with his views. This 
will give all hotels and restaurants the 
privilege of serving liquor with meals, and 
no doubt their Sunday trade in this line 
will be very large. Saloons having restaurants 
attached will have to close their bars, but can 
keep their restaurants open.

The announcement is made that MIKE

DONALD. He has had his day, but his day 
is over. Business is not what it used tobe, 
and Boss McDoNaLp takes his place as a 
„pack number“ with the Boss Tweeds, 
the Returning Boards and other engines 
of political rascality against which honest 
voters have had so long and hard a strug- 
gle. 

A couple. of penitentiary sentences 
which came very near to his heart are 
said to have determined his retirement, 
but the real cause, the blow which broke 
his power, was merely the enforcement of 
an honest and efficient election law. His 
whole success, power and influence de- 
pended simply on cheating at elections, 
and as soon as the law protected the eleo- 
tions the Boss was reduced to the condi- 
tion of any ordinary ward bummer. ,

The Corporation in Politics. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The Pacific Railway Commission is getting 
some factsin its investigations in the West 
which explain and justify the growing hostil- 
ity of the people to great corporations. 

Mr. Thomas L. Kimball, the General Traffic 
Manager of the Union Pacific road. was 
brought to admit that he had often undertaken 
to defeat ‘‘legislation hostile to the cem- 
pany,’’ and that he had sometimes ‘‘infiu- 
enced the nomination, election or defeat of 
candidates, Inthe interestof the company. 
He denied any knowledge of the use of the 
company’s money, though he would not deny 
that money might have been used without his 
knowledge. 

The fact that the undisputed transcript from 
the company’s books shows the disbursement 
of over $2,000,000 for which no explanation has 
been given, and the further fact that Mr. Hunt- 
ington admits the employment of professional 
lobbyists at Washington to ‘‘see that the com- 
pany received no harm,“ indicate very plainly 
that Mr. Kimball’s efforts and those of other 
officers and agents of the company were sus- 
tained by the power of money. 

It is this invasion of the domain of politics 
and of government by the corporations that 
gives danger to their domination. When they 
interfere in the choice of the people’s repre- 
sentatives, and secure men who will serve 
them instead of the public, elections become 
a farce and government is perverted from its 
beneficent purposes. The Commission should 
put its probe deeper. The country would like 
to know more of the methods by which the 
Pacific Railway Companies have protected 
their interests. 9

From the Nineteenth Century. 

While the Amer people are entirely free 
from imperial tion, we, the British peo- 
ple, literally groan under it. Our other taxes 
also, and our iniguitous mining royalties, etc., 
are s0 many, and bear so heavy and so un- 
equally on the trading and working portion of 
the community, that it is astonishing how the 
majority of the people can get along honorably 
and progressively at all. Take the case of 
London alone. Thetaxes average from 2 to 
80 per cent on rental, and the rental is not 
swall, whfle there is a special tax levied on all 
coal that comes into London by water, rail- 
road or otherwise, to the extent§of 13d a ton. 
True, this special tax on all coal used in Lon- 
don comes to an end In a year or thereabouts, 
but there are strenuous efforts bejng made 
and the very greatest pressure is being brought 
to bear on members of Parliament to get it re- 
enacted.

vas. Not even in the background can you dis- 
cern the face or figure of a sixth, although in 
the body of the book honorable mention is 
made of some subordinate characters. The 
limner has undoubtedly a bold toych and an 
eye fora likeness, He gives you the living 
lineaments of his heroes without any attempt 
at flattery until he begins to pronounce judg- 
ment on the men themselves, Then he is 
often, very often, at fault. But he is thor- 
oughly sincere, though bitterly preju4 
diced. On this account the book is 
full of life and will be read 
with interest when more pretentious works 
treating of the same men and the same times 
have sunk into oblivion. The style hag the 
force and rapidity which distinguish the 
trained writers of the American press. It 
might be called the athletic style. Im saying 
what it means to say it is swift and sure and 
is, therefore, thoroughly readable. 

We agree with every word said in praise of 
Lincoln, but we deny that he wae selfish or 
heartiess, The man who invited his 
rivals, Seward, Obase and others, into 
his Cabinet was not «a 
selfish politician. He showe@ no jealousy of 
them nor of anybody. In thé army promotion 
followed merit or supposed merit. The Gen- 
eral who won a battle got a higher command, 
The officer who successfully defended a post 
or led a gallant charge got higher rank. There 
was, indeed, jealousy and injustice in the 
army itself, from the War-office down, but 
Lincoln was above all that, like some tall cliff 
lifted above the storm. He was not jealous of 
Grant or Sherman or McClellan or Fremont, 
although our author thinks he was jealous of 
the last, and least, From his lofty watch- 
tower he overlooked the whole field of war, 
searching forthe man or men best fitted to 
lead the Union armies, and when he found 
them, or thought he found them, he immedi- 
ately conferred higher rank and greater power 
on them. Self had no part in his p amme 
when the existence of the Union was at stake. 
Tried as he was, beyond endurance almost, 
he was patient, tolerantand we may say good- 
humored in every extremity. The easy way 
in which Piatt himself was let off on one ooca- 


the President, who manifestly had not one 
but many seas of trouble to withstand at the 
sametime. He had much to endure from the 
allies of the public enemy, but he had 
more from many of his own political 
adberents and subordidates. Nearer to the 
White House than Confederate or copperheads 
were the savage legions of spollsmen and 
place-hunters,who gavejhim no rest from early 
morning to midnight. He was beset all around, 
and atone time assailed from all quarters. 
He had to run the gauntlet of friend and foe, 
and if he had not been thopoughiy sound in 
bodyand mind he must have succumbed. But 
those Atlantean shouldera broad proved equal 
to the load on them. When the smoke of bat- 
tle had cleared off there he stood on the steps 
of the Capitol the standard-bearer ofthe Union, 


taller by a head than any other hero of the 
war, aud wearing an eureole before which all 


military glory paled ita uneffectual fires. 

Nor is it for a moment to be credited that he 
witnessed the long dread dramaofthe war un- 
moved—a drama in which he himself played 
the principal part, and which brought woe 
into ten thousand households and the habill- 
ments of woe wherever the eye fell, in town 
orcountry. Our author reproaches bim be- 
cause on a certain occasion he said he ate and 
slept well. What else should he say. Was he 
(a good judge of human nature) 
to confess that his heart was down in 
his mouth, that he had no relish for 
his food, that sleep refused to 
visit his eyelids during the watches of the 
nignt, in a word, that he was crushed by the 
triala and calamities he war undergo- 
ing or had undergone? No, his 
duty was to inspire confidence, even if he 
did not feel it. This is what the valiant man 
and leader has always done and always will 
do. The more sinister the omens the higher 
his courage. 

That the sources 
lie side by side is a truism. Humor and 
pathos belong to the same order of intellect. 
It Lincoln overflowed with humor, he also 
abounded in sympathy. 
compassionate and merciful, but he had pity 
for those whom no one else pitied. There is 
abundant evidence of this, and our author 
himself gives us facts which sustain it, al- 


significance in this matter. He never, we are 
told, allowed a deserter to be shot. When 
court-martials sentenced men to death; when 
the papers were presented to him for indorse- 
ment, enforced by a viva voce gall for blood, 
he simply put the question by,and that wasthe 
end of it.

Indeed, we know no five names In 
history to whom the Flemish patriot’s formula 
would be less applicable than the five heroes 
of Platt’s Iliad, Piatt has this in common 
with Homer—he makes each of his heroes in 
succession the greatest. - 

Space will not permit us to pursue she 
themes presented for discussion in this 
fascinating volume. The géneralship of 
Grant is severely oriticised. Sherman 
fares no better, Schofield also suffers; 
so do McClellan, Burnside and McDowell. 
The late Emperor of the French receives 
chastisement en passantand so does Henry 
V., King of England.

This 
was duein part to the continued purchases 
abroad by American manufacturers, but 
mainly to the unfavorable change in the finan- 
cial condition of the country. he tightening 
of the — markets in the East, due to 
the fallure the Fidelity National Bank of 
Cincinnati ‘end rumors regarding other 
institutions in Boston and Chicago, produce a 
very conservative feeling among the repre- 
sentatives here of Eastern and other con- 
cerns. The heavy drop in stocks, on 
mere unsubdstantiail rumors, shows that the 
wild speculations which have been going on 
in various commodities, as well as in 
Western real estate, have reached a turning 
point. The prices of leading staples, how- 
ever, are not inflated and with an increase 
in exports n erung n values is looked 
fur. The numerous or mills and other 
concerns, who were in the market dur- 
ing the ast ten days, are dwind- 
ling down, but local western mills, as well as 
some others in the East, still continue to buy, 
though more conservatively. Medium wools, 
from any section, still have the call. Fine 
stock is little inquired for, while Texas and 
territory, which were moving quite freely, are 
now slow, as buyers and sellers are apart in 
their views. Receipts of these classes of stock 
continue free, a single consignment of a dosen 
carloads being among the late arrivals. 
Woolen goods are uieter. East- 
ern markets steady an unchanged.’’

BREAKERS AHEAD. 


An Extra Session Necessary to Avert a Fi- 
nancial Panic. 
By Telecraph to the Post-DIsPaTcaH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., June 25.—Oongressman 
R. W. Townshend of Illinois, in a conversa- 
with the Post-DIsPaTCH correspondent 
-day, expressed himself strongly in favor of 
van extra session of Congress. ‘‘I think,’’ he 
ald, that an extra session of Congress is a 
imecessity, both from a political and business 
‘point of view. I don't apprehend any imme- 
‘diate danger of a financial crash, on account 
‘of our constantly increasing surplus, but a 
‘panic is certainly inevitable unless something 
is done by Congress to reduce the surplus very 
goon. I don’t think it will come before the first 
of January or February, however, and if it 
‘were possible for Congress to get down to work 
at once, there would perhaps be no necessity 
for it to meet before the regular session. I 
have been in Congress a good many years, but 
Ihave never known anything to be accom- 
plished in the way of legislation until after the 
bolidays. The result will be, if we don’t meet 
“‘tilyjDecember, that we will not get down to work 
till the middle of January, and then it may be 
too late to avoid a serious financial panic. 
CONGRESS SHOULD BE CALLED TOGETHER 
as early as October, and then we can pass any 
needed financial legislation before the holi- 
days, and be ready to take hold of the tariff 
question and other important subjects in time 
to accomplish some substantial results before 
the next Presidential cumpaign is on us. I be- 
lieve it is time the Democratic party made a 
‘positive record in favor of revenue reform. 
\Pledges are very well, but the time bas 
mow come to act. It is hard to say 
“whether a failure on the part of the 
Democrats, this winter, to pass a tax reduc- 
tion bill would seriously impair our prospects 
In the next campaign, for we don’tknow what 
‘the isenes will be next year; but we ‘would oc- 
cupy a more consistent position before the 
country if we made a sincere effort this winter 
to carry out some of our pledges in favor of 
itariff reform. If the Democratic party can- 
mot pass a tariff bill it is time we found that 
out. 

There is said to be a disposition on the part 
ot the factions in the Demoggatic party to 
‘come together on the tariff ques Aon. 

COMPROMISES. 

„es, Ithink so. All legislation, more or 
lesa, ig the result of compromises. I have al- 
‘ways Deen a strong advocate of tariff-reform 

ami still. Iam opposed to reducing the 
Internal revenue tax before we reduce the tax 
on the necessities of life. I believe the cus- 
‘toms taxes should be reduced first. While I 
never should consent to take the tax off 
Whisky, I should be willing to consider, by 
“way o compromise, in connection with cer- 
tain reductions in the custometariff,a proposi- 
‘tion to take the tax off tobacco and sugar. 
That in itself would reduce the surplus some- 
thing like $80,000,000 annually. There is a 
disposition among Democrats to work to- 
gether and [am confident we shall be able to 
accomplish a great deal if Congress should 
meet in October.’ 

PRESIDENTIAL PROBABILITIES. 

Mr. Townshend said Mr. Cleveland could be 
renominated if he cared to be. Probably next 
year he would be the strongest man in the 
party. Hill was young and could afford to 
Walt, Cleveland would not be a candidate for 
a third term, and in 1892 Gov. Hill would most 
likely be the unanimous choice for the Presi- 
denc’ Mr. Townshend said the Democrats 
in II inois were working together in better 
harmony than for many years.

TERRIBLE CHARGES 


MADE BY A DYING WOMAN AG 


ST MID- 
WIFE MINNIE MUELLER. ) 


The Coroner Investigating a Charge of Mur- 
der Which Includes Some Sensational 
Elements—The Midwife, in the Lock-Up, 
Makes a Statement—Strong Testimony 
Against Her—The Dying Woman’s Ante- 
Mortem Statement. 


Mrs. Minnie Mueller, a midwife, living at 
2381 Chouteau avenue, is under arrest on a 
charge of criminal malpractice. About 6 
o’ clock last evening Mrs. Louisa Clements, a 
widow about 80 years of age, died at her 
mother’s house, No. 2822 Scott avenue, leaving 
an ante-mortem statement in which she 
accuses Mrs. Mueller of performing an 
abortion which caused her death. The 
Coroner’s office was notified of the case, and 
Officers Howard and Harrington of the Fifth 
District arrested Mrs. Mueller last night at 
her house, This morning the body of Mrs. 
Clements was removed to the Morgue and an 
inguest is being held on it this afternoon ‘at 
the Coroner’s office. 

The midwife, Mrs. Mueller, is 45 years of age 
and married. She states that she has been 
acquainted with Mrs. Olements for about a 
year, and admits having treated her for a dis- 
ease from which she was suffering, but denies, 
having been guilty of any malpractice. Mrs. 
Mueller says that about three months ago she 
had Mrs, Clements at her own house for four 
weeks treating her. She knew at the time that 
her patient was a wid@w. and that 
Mrs. Clements had 11 married man 
employed at certain car-shops calling 


on her. Mrs. Mueller received not a 
cent from the woman, and took her into her 
house purely out of charity. The midwife 
says she are no lying-in house, nor does she 
ever treat the sick at her place. This par- 
ticular patient she kept, however, as stated, 
out of charity, and had her slee ing with her 
servant, a girl 16 years of age, whom she had 
since discharged. After 
MRS. CLEMENTS 

had left her place and gone to her mother’s 
house she again called on Mrs. Mueller and 
the latter found on examination that she was 
in a delicate condition. The woman was still 
suffering from her former ailment, how- 
ever, and she treated her for that, 
but attempted no malpractice and did noth- 
thing to bring about parturition. Mrs. Muel- 
ler acknowledges, however, that a week later 
she did deliver Mrs. Clements of a 2-montha’- 
old child at the house of Mrs. Clements’ 
mother, Mrs. Hill, No. 2822 Scott avenue. This 
was about the ist of the present month. The 
case then became so alarming that she re- 
fused to have anything more to do with the 
woman. 

After Mrs. Mueller had given up the case 
Mrs. Hill, the mother of the gick woman, 
called in Drs. Mudd, Bates afld Wallace. 
They found the unfortunate young woman 
in an emaciated condition and found that 
blood poisoning had already setin. Her con- 
dition, the doctors state, was caused by mal- 
practice. There were no hopes for her recov- 
ery and she was so informed. She said she 
knew she would have to die and she then 
made an ante-mortem statement in which she 
throws the blame all on the shouldersof the 
midwife. The dying woman said that Mrs. 
Mueller had used instruments at least fifty 
times, and had made her take over 
$40 worth of medicine to bring about the re- 
sult. She underwent this treatment at the 
advice and request of the midwife, who told 
her she must do it to save her family from dis- 
grace, she having a mother, several brothers 
and sisters, and three children. The birth 
took place at her mother’shouse. Afterit had 
been done Mrs. Mueller remarked to Mrs. Hill: 
Nov, Ihave saved you. Sey nothing about 
it; hush the matter up, and send your daugh- 
ter to Chicago as soon as you can. 

THE DYING WOMAN 

said she knew the midwife was the cause 
of her death and that she made 
the statement will full knowledge 
that she had not much longer 
to live. Her statement is corroborated in part 
by thatof her mother and other witnesses. 
Mrs. Hillsays that Mrs. Muelier visited her 
daughter during her illness, and after the 
child's birth made the remark credited to her 
above. She madethis statement to Mrs. Hill. 

The father of the young servant girl who was 
discharged by Mrs. Mueller, says that the 
midwife discharged the girl because she said 
she was too young and smallto do the work 
required of her. he girl knew there had been 
a sick woman at the house, but had no 
idea of the nature of her trouble. 
Matters certainly look rather bad for Mrs. 
Mueller just now, and if the testimony at the 
inguest this afternoon is what itis expected it 
will be, she will probably have to answertoa 
charge of manslaughter. 

THE FOLLOWING WITNESSES 

have been summoned to testify at the inquest; 
Hannah Hil), mother of the deceased; Nellie 
Clements, the 13-year-old daughter; Mr. Muel- 
ler, husband of the midwife; Martha Mueller, 
their 12-year-old daughter; W. Scarver, 
Superintendent of the Pullman shops; Mrs. 
Scarver, his wife; Josie Tiefenbrun, Mrs. 
Della Housman, Mrs. Eliza urns, 
Mrs. Moran, Mrs. . E. Burns, 
Mrs. Eliza Spiers, Mrs. Benson, Miss 
Laura Hill, Jesse Hill and the Misses 
Witte, friends and relatives of the deceased. 
If indicted at all Mrs. Mueller will be held 
for either manslaughter in the fourth degree, 
the punishment for which runs from a fine or 
jail sentence to two years in the penitentiary ; 
or for abortion, which is only a inisdemeanor 
punishable by afine or imprisonment in the 
city jail or Work-house. If the child had been 
older when the alleged malpractice was com- 
mitted it wouid be a case of manslaughter in 
the second degree, which is punishable by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for three to 
five years.

A Colored Man’s Hotel Haunted bya Ghostly 
Bottle Thrower. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarck. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25.—An old brick 
house on Four-and-a-half street and Missouri 
avenue is said to be haunted. The building, a 
three-story structure, is occupied by a colored 
man named Pendieton and hisfamily. The 
house is kept as a hotel. A few days ago the 
inmates were startied at sounds indicating a 
crash of glassware. They rushed out and were 
greeted with a shower of deer and 
soda water bottles and other missiles, 


apparently hurled from the other side of the 
house. Going through the building to see 
where the missiles came from, noone could 
be found and soon the fall of bottles occurred 
again.

Pendle- 
ton has repeatedly gathered up many of the 
bottles and deposited them insi e in an empty 
room and locked the door. He declares that 
in some mysterious way they are taken from 
the room and made to resume their flight over 
the building. Quite 1 crowd of 
excited colored people gathered around 
the house yesterday, and the ghost, or 
whatever it is, gave a special exhibition of 
bottle-throwing. Pendleton picked up a piece 
of iron gas-pipe and said: See dis hyar 
thing? It’s been ober dis house mo’an twenty 
tines, fus’ one way, den deudder. I tuk dis 
gas-pipe and dis hyar (another piece of iron) 
and I put dem in my room and locked de do’. 
Fo God, by de time Igot out’en de house 
dey bof come a-flying ober azin; dey was 
gone from de room, but de do’ was still 
locked. Iwentin dartosee. We bin watch- 

ing de top ob de house, an on bof sides; still 
the bottles keep on flyin’. 

The top of the house is only to be reached 
from the attic of Pendieton’s house. All of the 
bottles in his place were destroyed, but the 
bottle-throwing continued Thursday night. 
Early yesterday morning several of the family 
were in a room om the first floor when sud- 
denly several gallous of Water came through a 
hole in the ceiling and the floor above. 
Pendleton vowed there was no way 
to get in the upper room. The flying 
missiles have been seen by numerous persons 
and the general opinionis that some person 
must be concealed onthe roof. But, as Pen 
dleton maintains, it is hard to tell how any 
person in the intention of fun bad got on the 
roof, and how he could have procured the 
bottles in such numbers from the lower floors 
without being seen.

GENTLE SEX ARE TREATED IN 
LAND OF THE RISING SUN. 


Miss Bayle’s Romance—How a Wicked Brit- 
ish Writer Satirizes the United States 
Under the Guise of Fiction.

It would be of much benefit to the female 
advocates-of Woman's Rights in this free and 
happy land, if they would study a few of the 
phases under which their sex pass a deplor“ 
able existence in the realms of the rising sun. 
In India, a woman’s individuality is merged 
in that of her husband. From birth to death 
she must ever be in a state of dependence 
upon, and of obedience to others. In child- 
hood she is dependent upon her father; in 
youth on her husband, and after his death, 
should she survive him, upon her sons. If 
she have no sons, she must be dependent on 
and subject to the near kinsman of her hus- 
band; if he have left no kinsman, on those of 
her father. 

This legislation is rfectly one-sided. 
Though the husband be altogether bad, though 
he be crueland untrue to his wife, this does 
not at all free her from her obligations to him, 
as the following passage from Manu, the great 
India lawgiver, clearly ‘testifies: Thougn 
unobservant of approved usages, or enamored 
of another woman, or devoid of good quali- 
ties, yet a husband must constantly be revered 
asagod by a virtuous wife.’’ The result of 
this law is, that when a husband, as fre- 
quently is the case, is unfaithful to his wife and 
it is known that he has other women in his 
keepin there is no redress for the injured 
wife. Ehe cannot obtain a divorce from him 4 
and were such a course possible, she woul 
be treated in her own family as a widow; 1. e., 
as we shall presently show, her life would be 
made as wretched as man’s ingenuity could 
conceive. 

As though all this were not sufficient, Manu, 
the Confucius of India, further enacts that a 
woman has no separate existence apart from 
her hpsbana. She is forbidden the comfort 
even of approaching the gods in her own 
name or on her own behalf. No sacrifice is al- 
lowed to women apart from their husbands, 
no religious rite, no fasting. The bond unit- 
ing a woman to her husband is indissoluble 
éven by death. Remarriage is forbidden and 
the chain continues unbroken even 
to the world beyond the grave. As far only as 
a wife honors her husband, be he what he 
may, sofar only she is exaltedin heaven. A 
man on the other hand is bound by no such 
ties. When his wife dies he may marry again 
as soon ashe pleases, and it is no uncommon 
thing fora widower who has performed the 
funeral rites for his wife to gothrough the 
marriage ceremony with a new wife after an 
interval of only a few weeks. During her 
life the wifeis under complete subjection to 
her husband, and in order to insure 
obedience Manu ordains that itis quite within 
a husband’s rights to inflict corporal punish- 
ment upon her if she prove refractory. 
A wife, a son, a servant, a pupil, 
may be corrected when they commit 
faults, with a rope or a cane. Although 
the wife must remain a widow for life, the 
man may, if he please, after seven years of 
married life marry another wife if his first has 
borne him no son, the first wife being put 
away. Ifa wife drinks, shows hatred to her 
lord,is mischievous or wastes his property 
she may at all times be superseded by another 
wife. In spite of these cheerful prospects the 
Hindu girl-child spends half the time praying 
that she may obtain a husband and that he 
may live long. These prayers and certain 
sacrifices to the same end are performed by 
the girl when she is but five years old. She is 
also taught at the same tender age to indulge 
in all manner of curses and imprecations 
against her possible rival in the affections of 
her future lord. 

In performing this ceremony the g'rl paints 
on the floor with rice flour a variety of ebjects, 
such as the bough ofa flower tree, a palaquin 
containing aman and woman, with the sun 
and moon over it; the Ganges and lumna wit 
boats en them; a Temple of Siva, etc., etc. 
Having done this, she invokes Siva and asks 
for his blessing. An elderly lady then begius 
to dictate and the baby repeats after hera vol- 
ley ofabuse and curses against her ‘‘Satin,’’ 
or rival wife. The following are a specimen of 
the curses: 

May my Satin become a slave, may she be 
exposed to infamy, may 1 devour her head, 
may she have spleen, may she die and mayl 
see her from the top of my house; may I never 
have a Satin. 

When it be remembered that these and sim- 


| ilar religious rites, all tending to the same end 


are first performed at the tender age of 5 years, 
it will be evidentthat the children must be 
taught a great deal that it would be far better 
not to know at such an age. 

But the real misery ofa Hindu woman does 
not commence until she is left a widow; then 
her life is indeed purgatory until her death. 
A widow is looked upon as a disgraced and de- 
graded object, for whom no insults are too 
great. The following is abridged from an ac- 
count given bya Hindu widow of the way in 
which a poor widow is made to suffer from the 
momentof her husband’s death. It will be 
remembered that previous to British rule the 


has wives were invariably burnt on their hus- 


band’s funeral pile,and it is in consequence of 
the cessation of this barborous rite that a 
widow is treated with such contempt. 

When a husband dies his wife suffers as 
much asif the death angel had come for her 


also. She must not be approached by any of ber 
relations, but several women, from three to 


| six (wives of darbers, a class who are kept fur 


this object), are in waiting, and as soon as the 
husband's last breath is drawn they rush atthe 
new-made widow and tear off her ornaments. 
Ear and nose rings are dragged off, often tear- 
ing the cartilages; ornaments — in with 
the hairare torn away, and if the arms are 
covered with gold and silver bracelets they do 
not take the time to draw them off one by one, 
but, holding her arm on the ground, they ham- 
mer witha stone untilthe metal, often solid 
and heavy, breaks in two; it matters not to 
them how many wounds they inflict, * have 
no pity, not even if the widow is but a child of 
6 or 7, who does not know what a husband 
means. 

When the day of burial comes the widow’s 
sorrows increase. Every relation must go to 
the funeral on foot. First the men following 
the corpse, then the women (well covered 
from sight), and finaly the poor widow, some- 
times a little child, sometimes an aged 
woman, dragged along by the barbers’ wives. 
They take care tnat at least 200 feet intervene 
between herand any other woman, for it is 
supposed that if her shadow fell on any, she 
would become a widow, therefore, norelative, 
however much sympathy she may feel in 
secret, dare look upon ber face. One of the 
rough women goes in front and shouts aloud 
to any passer-by to get out of the way ofthe 
accursed thing as if the poor widow were a 
wild beast. 

This sortof treatment goes onfor weeks 
after the funeral. Noone is allowed even to 
give a cup of cold water. The widow is loaded 
with reproaches. She is an accursed thing: 
she must endure long fasts and little food and 
be gibed at by relatives and friends and ene- 
mies. If she weeps for her lost happiness and 
husband they all cry: ‘‘How immodest! How 
abandoned! See, she is crying for a hus- 
band!’’ Her mother-in-law taunts her with 
having killed her son; her own mother regrets 
that ever she bore her. And all this although 
they may be widows themselves. Widows 
who have no parents have to serve as servants 
to their brother’s or son's wives. If 
a widow remains in her husband’s house, 
it its the same; she is dated 
by mother and sister-in-law, and beaten from 
place to place. If forthe sake of peace she 
would like to live alone, she loses her 
ter. If she has children. she works fo 


them 


while they are young. When her sons marry 
she hecomes their wives’ servant. There is 
only oneescape for her, and many take it. This 
is to fly to the cities and join the horde of aban- 
doned women. Thousands of wid d women 
in India to-day would welcome thé forbidden 
suttee, as then they would exchange life-long 
degradation and misery for a few short mo- 
ments of agony to usher in an eternity of 
bliss. 

AYLE’S ROMANCE: A 


MISS B

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„Miss Bayle’s Romance’’ isa work that is 
destined to be more talked about this season 
on both sides of the Atlantic than probably 
any book since Dicken’s Martin Chuzzle- 
wu. Not that Miss Bayle’s Romance’’sjs | 
in any respect comparable to that magnificent 
work of genius. Far from it! It is neither a 
very clever, nor a very amusing, nor 
a very powerful story. But it is 
written with an amount of audacity 
that is uncommon, even in these days when 
audacity is at a premium. The heroes and 
heroines, and there are many, are nearly all, 
well-known living people, and they are spoken 
of by their own proper and proprietary names. 
The Prince of Wales, Mr. Gladstone, Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Jay Gould, Laboucnere 
and some eminent French politicians all ap- 
pearinthe story under their proper titles, 
while Baron Parkhirst, Mr. G. LaSalle and 
Mr. Atlas, poet, novelist and journalist, are so 
thinly-disguised as scarcely to be worth the 
trouble of concealment. Among the charac- 
ters which serve as types of a class, are the 
American millionaire and railway king, Mr. 
Bayle; the Chicago girl, his daughter, who 
‘*marries a lord;’’ Mr. Wentworth, the Boston 
man of culture, and Lord Plowden Eton, a 
rather colorless young nobleman of the lardy- 
dardy type, but with a foundation of common 
sense that the British dude more often pos- 
sesses than he is believed to do. 

It is understocd that in England the author- 
ship of ‘‘Miss Bayle’s Romance’’ is an open 
secret. It so, it isa secret very carefully kept, 
for all the English reviews carefully avoid giv- 
ing the name of the audacious writer, while 
they openly boast of their power to do so. 
Taking the work ata fair valuation, it may as 
well be conceded at once that audacity is not 
the whole of the author’sstockintrade. There 
is a good deal of rather trenchant satire dis- 
played and leveled both at the English and 
American characters. Of these the Americans 
certainly catch the worst of the gale. But 
the satire is all good-natured and is 
all leveled at the imaginary characters, such 
as the American girl, the Chicago millionaire, 
etc. Those persons with whom the writer has 
taken the liberty of using their names, have 
nothing else to complain of. They are treated 
fairly and with courtesy. Even that unhappy 
being, the Prince of Wales, who appears 
rather frequentiy inthe story, is introduced 
justashe is—an English gentleman with no 
nonsense or affectation about him, with a 
great liking for a pretty face and no objection 
to a little mild flirtation, gambling and 
fun generally! Suchisthe Prince of Wales in 
real life and as such heissketchedin ‘‘Miss 
Bayle’s Romance. But English and Ameri- 
can idiosyncracies are not the only ones which 
come under our anonymous author’s dissect- 
ing knife. French customs, especially those 
relating to marriage, are openly ridiculed and 
the gaming tables of Homburg and Monte 
Carlo are very carefully scrutinized even 
to the character of the much 
libelled croupiers who preside. The author 
appears to be equally conversant with 
the true inwardness of lifeinthe Eastern and 
Western States asin England and all parts of 
Europe. He is a cosmopolitan and he stands 
alofton a pinnacle of his own manufacture, 
and from that high altitude ridicules the 
world. Another of this author’s good qualities 
is literary justice. His characters, both men 
and women, real and imaginary, 
types and actual specimens, are given 
as nature made them. No author 
has ever yet described the Western 
girl or the American millionaire without cari- 
caturing them. Our author, while he lights 
upthe ‘‘you don’t says,’’ the ‘‘you bets,’’ 
the unconventionalities and oddities with no 
sparing hand, yet does not scruple to show 
that a girl who says ‘‘I guess and goes out 
walking by herselfinthe streets of Paris may 
yet have an abundant supply of good, sweet, 
pure and honest womanhood underlying her 
eccentricities. The same with the millionaire 
and the other characters. Mr. Bayle is a typi- 
cal American speculator, but he is not aloud 
voiced, underbred, boasting churl, although 
the author takes care to introduce a Mr. John- 
son to show that such things maybe. Mr. 
Bayle, in spite of his millions, is a pleasant, 
quiet, rather agreeable old fellow, with suf- 
ficient individuality and wide-awakeness 
about him to justify his position. Taking it all 
in all, together with the girl’s love story, the 
sensible parents and the satire, which makes 
us smile and does not set our teeth on edge, 
Miss Bayle’s romance is as pretty a bit of 
reading as we have met with for a long time. 
We should like to know the name of the author, 
and shall look eagerly for another romance 
from the same pen.

Mr. von der Ahe has many reasons for his 
desire to join hands with the older associa- 
tion. Notonly would he and his club thus 
lavoid the distressing adventures into which 
‘they fall away from St. Louis, but they would 
then be associated with an aggregation of ball 
clubs, which, take them at their worst, are at 
least more able exponents of the national pas- 
‘time than are the clubs in the American Asso- 
fon. Besides, Mr. Von der Ahe is well- 
by all the managers in the League per- 
. My. and his great club is admired by them 
as much, if not more, than any other club in 
‘the country. The League men, moreover, 
‘have lost no opportunity of expressing 
their sentiments on this head, all of which, 
quite naturally too, has predisposed the mind 
of the St. Louls manager in their direction, 
while expressions, the direct antitheses of 
‘these, have had the very contrary effect so far 
asthe Association is concerned. But apart 
from any merely sentimental consideration 
there is another andastronger one which 
will weigh powerfully with President Von der 
Ahe when the League makes overtures to him 
next fall, asthe League certainly will. It is 
the question of money. Guarantee or 
percentage the St. Louis Club’ as 
it stands to-day can make more money 
in the League than it can in the Association 
whether it isthe percentage or the guaran- 
tee system which is in operation, although for 
St. Louis purposes the percentage system 
would be preferable. A gentioman who has 
considerable inside information on the matter 
informed the writer not long ago that unless 
he was badly mistaken, Von der Ahe and the 
Browns would be playing ball in the League 
next year. Every admirer of good base Dall 
will bope for the sake of St. Louis the antici- 
pation will prove correct.

That some such step as that indicated will 
be found necessary no one candoubt when 
the rather light 4 — at Sportsman) s 
Park this year is taken into consideration. The 
falling off from the attendance of last year is 
Plain and can be accounted foron one hypoth- 
nis only, and thatis thatthe people are not 
as deeply interested in the kind of ball played 
by the American Association as they used to 
be.

A number of leading managers in the Amer- 
ican Association have recently expressed 
themselves as decidedly opposed to the admin- 
istration of Mr. Wheeler O. Wikoff as Presi- 


The 
complaints spring not from one but from a 
variety of causes. In the first place Wikoff 
has manifested a sloth in his work which 
Can be regarded as anything but a rec- 
ommendation for efficiency, and the clubs 
in the Association have been annoyed by 
tardiness in the matter of notification of con- 
tracts, etc., the allotment of umpires and in 
fact a number of other delinquencies all of 
which have helped to accumulate the dissatis- 
faction with his management. Then again, it 
is quite plain to those who can see behind the 
scenes that Wikoff is directly under the 
thumb of acertain president inthe East and 
the open way in which this has been shown 
particularly of late has done much to influence 
the majority of the managers against him. 
In all probability Wikoff will be made to suc- 
cumb to the pressure, and another and more 
efficient man put in hies place. The strongest 
candidate for the position, indeed the only 
one, is Mr. Joseph Pritchard of this city. Mr. 
Pritchard is a candidate not by his own mak- 
ing, but by request ot two of the most influen- 
tial managers of the Association.

Young’s Common Sense. 

Miss Helen Dauvray, the young lady who has

Miss Dauvray is right,“ said Mr. Young, 
commenting on the letter. 

‘*There is, however, another extreme to 
which base ball people are carrying this mat- 
ter of coaching. You have noticed the attempt 
lately made to conduct a game without — 
ing at all. That is, in my judgment, as bad, it 
not actually worse, than the boisterous style 
that has causedso much criticism. When a 
player secures his base, I Can imagine nothin 
more exasperating to a crowd 0 
intelligent spectators than to see the 
chance to score a run thrown away by 
stupid base-running. A player, no matter 
how experienced, must dependin a measure 
upon being warmed when he should run and 
when he has taken as many bases as it is safe 
to attempt. After a long, hard run to third, 
for instance, with the ball in deep left fleld, he 
is in no condition to judge whether it will do 
to attempt to get home. His captain or 
some member of the team must be at 
the base to give him the benefit of 
a cooler judgment. Of course, if 
the point is critical, there willbe any amount 
of yelling and howling, but I have a poor opin- 
ion of any crowd of base-ball enthusiasts that 
isnot tempted under the circumstances to 
join in the shouting. Base ball ie a great 
game, and the excitement of a close contest is 
of the mostinspiring and healthful variety. 
While the rowdyism practiced by afew players 
is to be severely condemned, yet all may be 
assured that legitimate coaching has come to 
Stay.
